Words and figures inclosed in brackets [] are given for information, but 
do not appear on the title-pages of the publications catalogued. When size 
is not given, octavo is to be understood. Size of maps is measured from 
outer edge of border, excluding margin. The dates, including day, month, 
and year, given with Senate and House documents and reports, are the dates 
on which they were ordered to be printed. Usually the printing promptly 
follows the ordering, but various causes sometimes make delays. When 
Congress and session are not given with the numbers of Senate and House 
documents and reports, 60th Congress, 2d session, is to be understood. 
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NOTES OF GENERAL INTEREST 


The Department of Agriculture, as usual, issued many interesting 
publications during the month of February. Among them are 
Farmers’ bulletins 341, Basket willow, being a condensation and 
revision of Bulletin 46 of the Forest Service; 199, Corn growing 
(revised edition), and 347, Repair of farm equipment, the two latter 
published by the Plant Industry Bureau; 349, Dairy industry in the 
South; 3850, Dehorning of cattle; and 351, Tuberculin test of cattle 
for tuberculosis, issued by the Animal Industry Bureau. 

The Animal Industry Bureau has also issued two more parts (22 
and 23) of Bulletin 39, Index-catalogue of medical and veterinary 
zoology, authors, P to Qvortrup, by Charles Wardell Stiles and 
Albert Hassall. 

A revised edition of the Organization lists of agricultural colleges 
and experiment stations in United States has been issued by the 
Experiment Stations Office as Bulletin 206. 

Use of dead timber in national forests is an interesting circular, 
number 1138, published by the Forest Service. 

The Plant Industry Bureau furnishes two important bulletins, 
140, Spineless prickly pears, by David Griffiths, and 148, Principles 
and practical methods of curing tobacco, by W. W. Garner. Bul- 
letin 140 states in the preface that it is a preliminary treatment of 
the subject, which it is desirable to have published at the present 
time for the information of the many farmers and ranchers in the 
arid and warmer sections of this country who are vitally interested 
in forage crops. 

Index to Yearbooks of Department of Agriculture, 1901-05, will, no 
doubt, prove to be a useful publication for reference purposes. It is 
issued by the Publications Division as Bulletin 9 and supplements 
the index previously published, which covered the years 1894-1900. 

Another interesting publication of the Department of Agriculture 
is Bulletin 55 of the Soils Bureau, Soils of United States, based 
upon work of Bureau to Jan. 1, 1908, by Milton Whitney. 

Thirteen proclamations relating to the national forests, issued 
by the President, appear this month, three establishing new na- 
tional forests, the Marquette national forest, the Michigan national 
forest, and the Nevada national forest, and ten enlarging the 
boundaries of the following national forests, Black Hills, Cleveland, 
Dixie, Gila, Klamath, Pecos, Prescott, Sioux, Toiyabe, and Tonto. 

The Geological Survey this month furnishes, among other publica- 
tions, three important quarto volumes. They are Professional 
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paper 58 (a belated document of the 59th Congress, 2d session), 
Guadalupian fauna, by George H. Girty; 60, Interpretation of 
topographic maps, by Rollin D. Salisbury and Wallace W. Atwood; 
and 61, Glaciation of Uinta and Wasatch mountains, by Wallace W. 
Atwood. 

Bulletin 367 of the Geological Survey, Significance of drafts in 
steam-boiler practice is the first of a series of two or three on this 
subject; the succeeding bulletins will be along the same lines but 
of a more advanced character. 

Among the annual reports appearing in this number of the 
Monthly catalogue are the following, each for the fiscal year 1908, 
Annual report of Public Printer, 14th annual report of superintend- 
ent of documents, Report of commissioner of General Land Office, 
Report of superintendent of Coast and Geodetic Survey, and volumes 
1, 2, 4, 5, and 6 of the 9 volumes of the Annual reports of War 
Department. 

In order to meet the demand for general information relating to 
the magnetic phenomena of the earth by county engineers and sur- 
veyors throughout the country, the Coast and Geodetic Survey has 
issued a reprint, revised and extended, of the first part of United 
States magnetic declination tables and isogonic charts, 1902, entitled 
Principal facts of earth’s magnetism and methods of determining 
true meridian and magnetic declination. 

United States magnetic tables and magnetic charts for 1905, by 
L. A. Bauer, published by the Coast and Geodetic Survey, is in- 
tended to supersede United States magnetic declination tables for 
1902, except the first 100 pages and all of Appendix 4, Report for 
1906, and takes the place of the proposed publication referred to on 
page 213 of that appendix. 

The Fisheries Bureau contributes a pamphlet entitled Aquatic 
plants in pond culture, which gives a list, with accompanying text 
illustrations, of plants which have been found valuable in the pond 
culture of various species of fish. 

The 22d annual report of commissioner of labor, 1907, contains 
the labor laws of the United States with decisions of courts 
relating thereto and presents a compilation of the labor laws 
enacted by the legislatures of the various States and Territories in 
force at the close of 1907, with the exception of Oklahoma. Side 
notes have been placed on all the pages where labor laws have 
been reproduced and a comprehensive index has been added. 

From the Light-House Board comes the List of lights on western 
rivers, corrected to Oct. 1, 1908, which will no doubt be useful to 
pilots on those waters. 

The Annual series of consular reports, published by the Manu- 
factures Bureau, relates this month to the trade statistics for 1907 
of British East Indies, China, Peru, Ecuador, Paraguay, Servia, 
and Roumania. The pamphlet on Servia is particularly interesting 
at this moment, as showing the richness and beauty of that com- 
paratively little known country, which Austria is so anxious to 


possess. 
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The Navigation Bureau, Commerce and Labor Dept., publishes 
the 40th annual list of merchant vessels of United States, with 
official numbers and signal letters, and lists of vessels belonging 
to Government with distinguishing signals, year ended June 30, 
1908. 

Among the most practical and useful experiments of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture have been those along the line of wood pres- 
ervation conducted by the Forest Service. The Census Bureau, in 
cooperation withthe Forest Service, has gotten out a pamphlet, 
Forest products, no. 9, Poles purchased, 1907, which shows the pur- 
chase of seasoned poles by telephone and telegraph companies, etc., 
in 1907. 

An interesting publication which, unfortunately, can not be ob- 
tained by the general public, is Rules of House of Representatives 
with notes on practice thereunder, by Asher C. Hinds. This edi- 
tion of the Rules gives in brief but comprehensive form the practice 
which has grown up about each rule and which has in effect be- 
come a part of it. Many of the rules have been in existence since 
the first organization of the House in 1789. With the growth of 
membership, increase of business, and development of principles 
of effective parliamentary action the practice, as expressed princi- 
pally by the rulings of the speakers, has supplemented these rules 
and even modified them essentially. 

Another publication, of interest to lawyers, is Rules of Supreme 
Court of United States adopted Jan. 7, 1884, and rules of practice 
for circuit and district courts in equity and admiralty cases, and 
orders in reference to appeals from Court of Claims. 

The War Department contributes Information relative to appoint- 
ment and admission of cadets to Military Academy, a revised edition 
of the Soldier’s handbook, a revised edition of Provisional regula- 
tions for saber exercise, Army, issued by the General Staff Corps, 
and Circular showing distribution of troops of line of Army, Jan. 
1866-Jan. 1909, issued by the Adjutant-General. 

The Isthmian Canal Commission publishes a Manual of informa- 
tion concerning employments for service on Isthmus of Panama, re- 
vised Feb. 4, 1909, from which the following note is taken: “ All per- 
sons seeking employment in the Isthmian Service are cautioned not 
to go to the Isthmus without an appointment secured through the 
Washington office or through an authorized agent of the Isthmian 
Canal Commission. In view of the fact that the force on the Isthmus 
is complete, under no circumstances should these instructions be dis- 
regarded. Special attention is called to the fact that all clerical 
positions in the Isthmian Service, including the position of time- 
keeper, are subject to civil-service examination,” 

Though by no means as comprehensive as the Report for 1907, 
the 14th annual report of the superintendent of decuments, covering 
the fiscal year 1908, presents statistics and other information which 
will no doubt be of interest to the library world. It was written 
mainly for the information of correspondents, and its careful perusal 
will give them a clear idea of the business methods of the Documents 
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Office and tend to promote harmonious intercourse. Taken together, 
the 18th and 14th reports are recommended to all who are seeking 
information relative to public documents in their many phases. 

The Official list of depository libraries, corrected to Jan. 1, 1909, 
and printed as Bulletin 12 of the Documents Office, was eighteen 
months in preparation, and while compiled primarily for informa- 
tion of Members of Congress, it will also possess interest for the 
librarians. I<, should be borne in mind that designated depositories 
receive all and much more than do the Geological depositories, but 
that they must be especially designated to receive the Official 
gazette of the Patent Office, which is the only publication forwarded 
to Official gazette depositories. The preface of this Bulletin con- 
tains a sketch of legislation enacted, giving the three classes of de- 
pository libraries; defines their privileges and restrictions, and 
explains the character and quantity of material furnished. Revised 
editions of this Bulletin will appear at stated intervals. 

Number 13 of the “consolidated index” provided for by the act 
of Jan. 12, 1895, with title, 59th Congress, 2d session, Dec. 3, 1906— 
Mar. 4, 1907, index to subjects of documents and reports and to com- 
mittees, Senators, and Representatives presenting them, with tables 
of same in numerical order, also appears this month as a contribu- 
tion from the Documents Office. % 

The Washington public will be glad to know about a publication 
prepared by Mr. Bishop, superintendent of the reading room at the 
Library of Congress, entitled Information for readers in main read- 
ing room. While the directions given are somewhat elementary, 
it is hoped they will prove useful to visiting readers who are un- 
familiar with the regulations of the Library of Congress reading 
room. 

The medical fraternity may find suggestive the recent Instruc- 
tions for medical officers of Navy, prepared by the surgeon-general 
of the Navy. The Medicine and Surgery Bureau has also prepared 
Regulations and instructions for Nurse Corps, Navy, 1909. 

The Smithsonian Institution and its subordinate bureau, the 
National Museum, have issued this month a great deal of material 
of absorbing interest to the scientific world. The Smithsonian re- 
port for 1907, the latest one issued, appeared in Dec. 1908, and is 
for sale by the superintendent of documents at $1.75. The articles 
contained in this report also appear separately and many are listed 
in this number of the Monthly catalogue. Another interesting 
Smithsonian publication appears this month in bound form, v. 34 
of Proceedings of National Museum. This volume is profusely 
illustrated and includes the proceedings numbered from 1591 to 1630. 
Other scientific publications of the Smithsonian Institution and 
the National Museum are also catalogued in our February issue. 

There is always a demand for the Treasury Department publica- 
tion entitled Compilation of principal laws of United States relating 
to loans and currency issued by the Loans and Currency Division. 
Now we have a 1909 edition. 
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Acting under instructions from Secretary Cortelyou, the Internal 
Revenue Commissioner, Hon. John G. Capers, and Dr. C. A. Cramp- 
ton, chief chemist, recently visited Great Britain, Belgium, France, 
and Germany for the purpose of investigating the various systems 
of governmental control employed in Europe for production and use 
of denatured or industrial alcohol free of tax. A special report of 
their investigations has been printed under the title, Denatured 
alcohol at home and abroad. 

The California ground squirrels have become a pest to the inhab- 
itants of the Pacific Coast States. Mr. C. Hart Merriam, chief of 
the Biological Survey Bureau of the Department of Agriculture, has 
prepared for the Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service an 
instructive article, which is reprinted from v. 23, no. 52 of Public 
health reports. Laboratory experiments have demonstrated that 
ground squirrels can be infected with plague, and the destruction of 
these pests has become a matter of national and local importance, 
from a sanitary as well as an economic standpoint. 


DEFINITION OF “ PUBLIC DOCUMENT ” 


The following definition of the term “ public document” should 
not be considered as legal or official. It was prepared by the super- 
intendent of documents for inclusion in the preface to the 3d edi- 
tion of the Checklist of United States public documents, advance 
sheets of which are now being issued. We publish it here in the 
hope that it may prove as helpful to others as it has proved to be to 
this Office. 

In collecting a library or making catalogues or lists of public 
documents, the ever recurring question is, “ Which are and which 
are not public documents?” 

Since 1861, the date of the establishment of the Government 
Printing Office, the decision is an easy one, for, with but few excep- 
tions, as when the publishing office through some freak or fancy has 
prevailed upon the Public Printer to omit the official imprint, or in 
cases of works published but not printed by the Government, all the 
issues are imprinted “ Washington, Government Printing Office.” 

Prior to 1861, it was difficult to determine just what publications 
were to be included in the library and lists. In this matter a very 
liberal view has been taken, and although it has been ruled to debar 
any and all publications which, however closely allied to the opera- 
tions of the Government, were not found to have been printed or 
purchased by it, some exceptions have been made where it was 
doubtful as to the publisher. 

The term “ public document” was first legally defined in sec. 13 
of chapter 63, Laws of 29th Congress, 2d session, approved Mar. 3, 
1847, as follows: ‘ Such publications or books as have been or may 
be published, procured, or purchased by order of either House of 
Congress, or by joint resolution of the two Houses, shall be consid- 
ered as public documents.” 








378. Fesruary, 1909 


By act approved June 23, 1874, Laws of 43d Congress, 1st session, 
sec, 13 of chapter 456, this definition is abridged to the following: 
“The term ‘ public document’ is hereby defined to be all publications 
printed by order of Congress or either House thereof.” This defini- 
tion was made in relation to postage and is certainly most inade- 
quate. 

The policy upon which this Office has worked in collecting its 
library and preparing its catalogues and lists has been even broader 
than either of the above paragraphs indicates, and its definition of 
a “public document” may be stated as follows: Any publication 
printed at Government expense or published by authority of Con- 
gress or any Government publishing office, or of which an edition 
has been bought by Congress or any Government office for division 
among Members of Congress or distribution to Government officials 
or the public, shall be considered a “ public document.” 


ADVANCE SHEETS OF THIRD EDITION OF CHECKLIST OF UNITED STATES 
PUBLIC DOCUMENTS 


The month of February marks the anniversary of the publication 
of the first issue of the Advance sheets of 3d edition of Checklist of 
United States public documents. Steady progress has been made 
during the year. 

The following statement shows what constitutes a complete set 
for the Executive Departments and independent publishing offices 
from Agriculture Department to Interior Department. All in the 
list below have been issued except three in the Interior Department 
(1 28, I 24, and I 27), and it is expected that these three will appear 
soon, perhaps as soon as or even before this number of the Monthly 
catalogue issues from the press.

accurate. 

The compilation of the Advance sheet of Congressional tables 
from the 15th Congress to date and of the Advance sheets for the 
remaining Executive Departments and independent publishing offices 
is progressing as rapidly as possible. 

The Advance sheets have justified their existence. From many 
quarters we hear that they are proving helpful in solving problems 
connected with United States public documents, and although there 
are many Government publishing offices from whom we have re- 
ceived no replies to our requests for cooperation, on the other hand 
we have received many valuable suggestions from some of the issu- 
ing offices and from librarians all over the United States. These 
suggestions receive careful consideration and the permanent Check- 
list when issued will include such additional information as we 
receive from all sources. We invite further cooperation from all 
who are interested.
